PLATINUM  AS  COIN  METAL  SILVER  DOLLARS  OF  THE  WORLD 


Platinum  is  a precious  metal,  heavieij  AUSTRIA,  Marie  Theresa  Taler  1780. 
than  gold,  yet  lacking  the  attractive 


color. 

Its  use  for  coining  purposes  is  quite 
recent  and  its  mining  was  not  even 
considered  profitable  until  compara- 
tively recently,  most  of  it  being  found 
in  Russia's  Ural  mountains  and  else- 
where in  western  Asia. 

During  the  1820's  this  "new"  metal 
was  brought  to  the  attention  of  the 
Russian  Czarist  Government.  Not  know- 
ing what  to  do  with  it,  the  Russians 
turned  to  the  Prussia  Ministry  of 
Finances  and  were  advised  to  use  it 
carefully.  Thereupon  the  Russians 
decided  to  attempt  its  use  for  coining 
purposes  and  to  that  end  a series  of 
3-,  6-  and  12 -ruble  pieces  was  issued 
for  a period  of  about  fifteen  years. 

The  Russian  were  slow  to  appreciate 
the  new  coins  and  avoided  use  of  them 
as  much  as  possible.  This  so  dis- 
tressed the  Ministry  of  Finances  that 
a number  of  the  pieces  were  gilded  to 
make  them  more  acceptable;  neverthe- 
less none  of  the  gilded  pieces  seems 
to  have  survived.  Shortly  thereafter, 
platinum  rose  in  value  and  the  attempt 
to  use  the  metal  for  coins  was  dropped 
completely. 

The  set  of  three  Russian  pieces 
featured  the  Russian  double  eagle  on 
one  side  and  the  value  in  rubles,  along 
with  the  date  and  weight,  fineness  and 
mint  mark,  on  the  other.  Of  the  three 
the  3-ruble  coin  is  usually  obtainable 
while  the  6-  and  12-ruble  denomina- 
tions are  quite  scarce. 

Apart  from  this  genuine  attempt  to 
use  platinum  for  regular  coinages,  the 
metal  was  used  for  striking  pattern 
coins  in  Geneva,  Switzerland  and  in 
some  other  places.  In  Spain  and 
France,  forgeries  were  manufactured 
and  quite  successfully  used  in  gilded 
condition.  They  were  the  same  in 
appearance  and  weight  as  the  gold 
pieces  but  as  soon  as  the  gilt  wore  off

A DOLLAR  WORTH  FIFTY  CENTS 

There  are  in  existence  Dollar  coins 
of  many  periods  and  many  countries, 
but  always  they  represent  a hundred 
smaller  units,  either  Cents,  Pfennigs, 
or,  as  in  Ethiopia,  Grushs. 

Derived  from  the  German  unit  Taler, 
the  Dollar  name  has  also  been  applied 
frequently  to  coins  legally  known  under 
other  designations  like  the  Spanish  and 
Spanish -American  8 Reales,  the 
Portuguese  and  Brazilian  960  Reis  and 
the  Swedish  Riksdaler.  However,  the 
Dollar  has  always  been  the  large  silver 
piece,  weighing  around  25  grams  of

good  silver,  and  when  you  put  the  silver 
Crowns  of  various  countries  in  a given 
period  side  by  side,  they  closely  re- 
semble in  size,  shape  and  general  ap- 
pearance. 

It  remained  for  the  tiny  Republic  of 
Panama  to  create  an  extraordinary 
Dollar.  When  the  United  States,  under 
President  Theodore  Roosevelt,  wanted 
to  build  a canal  at  the  Isthmus  of 
Panama,  the  Republic  of  Colombia, 
which  then  owned  the  territory,  was 
anything  but  cooperative.  As  a conse- 
quence, in  1904,  an  independence 
movement  in  Panama  received  the  help, 
and  later  recognition,  of  the  United 
States.  A second  Republic  was  set  up, 
the  first  act  of  which  was  to  grant  the 
United  States  the  canal  zone  and  all  the 
rights  to  construct  a canal.  A new  unit 
of  currency  was  needed  and  the  mint  at 
Philadelphia  produced  a coin  with  the 
portrait  of  the  explorer  Balboa,  who 
discovered  the  Panama  area  and  went 
across  the  narrow  isthmus  to  the 
Pacific  Coast,  back  in  the  16th  Century. 
Balboa  was  chosen  as  the  name  for  the 
coin  and  the  smaller  unit  was  to  be  the 
Cent. 

It  seemed  the  natural  thing  to  issue 
1 Balboa  coins  woth  a dollar  and  divide 
them  into  100  Cents.  But  then  it  was 
discovered  that  the  national  economies 
of  Panama  and  the  United  States  were 
not  on  the  same  level.  Such  a coin 
would  be  too  expensive  for  the 
Panamanians.  At  the  same  time,  a 
silver  dollar- size  coin  was  a must  in 
the  days  of  the  Latin  monetary  union. 

Thus  it  was  decided  to  issue  the 
Silver  Dollar  but  make  it  worth  only 
50  Cents.  On  the  large  silver  coin, 
dated  1904,  1905,  1906,  we  find  the 
value  thus  stated  and  it  is  indeed  the 
world's  only  instance  of  a Silver  Dollar 
valued  at  50  Cents. 

A similar  situation  existed  in  the 
Philippines  where  the  currency  level 
also  was  half  that  of  the  United  States. 
However,  there  the  Peso  was  simply 
valued  at  50  Cents  U.  S. 

When  a new  series  of  coins  was 
planned  years  later  in  1934,  the  Silver 
Dollar  was  given  its  proper  name  -- 
1 Balboa.  By  then  the  economic  situa- 
tion had  changed  sufficiently  to  permit 
this.
